Tho book is a compilation of data w ritten down from day to day and 
divided into the months of the year. It was published last year and costs 
no more than what a fairly opulent m an would pay for a good dinner! 
Here you will read the thoughts of a man, untroubled by the garbage 
of m aterial gain, or the ticklish touch of the wand of fame. 
A m an set­ 
ting down his philosophy of life, his favorite passages from the books upon 
his library shelves, and meditations from the talk of simple and kindly 
neighbors who genuinely live. He says th a t he hopes some day to invite 
the members of congress or those who gather in the Bankers’ club in New 
York city. to come out in a body and eat grapes upon the slopes of his 
hills at Amherst, New Hampshire!
